Wet the truth is that, what- 
ever the eviis within Russia, 
Soviet foreign polloy in recest 
months has been moderate 
and cautious. It is their

For months now we have 
been haunted by the question 
of Berlin. It is many years 
since a great international 
proplem has been so sedulously 
misrepresented to the people of 
this country.

For years past West Berlin 
has been sustained with a flow 
of money and moral encourage- 
ment. Was this from an abstract 
love of freedom and democracy? 


West Berlin was kept going 
as the future capital for a 
reunited Germany. It was the 
centre from which Western pro- 
peganda could be pumped into 
the Communist waoald. 


We have gone on beljeving 
that Communism was on the 
point of collapse and that we 
aeeded only to wait. This was 
the will-o'-the-wisp preached 
by the late Mr Dulles and 
still sought by many Americans. 


Of course, the Russianéwant 
to end West Berlin as a source 
of provocation and unrest. But 
Mr Kruschev has offered every 
conceivable security for the 
political freedom of West Berlin 
over and over again. 


Why have we evaded thepe 
offers? He makes demands in 
return, but these demands seem 
lo me reasonable, and it is in 
our own interest to accept them. 


Reasonable 


There is great talk of Allied 
“rights” in Berlin. Who cares 
for these rights if the freedom 
of Berlin can secured in 
other ways? 


The Allied troops in Berlin 
are ‘hostages. We should actual- 
Ty be stronger if we took them 
away. 


Mr Knuschev asks that we 
should recognise East Germany. 
What is wrang witb that? East 
Germany exists as a separate 


The Soviet proposals are fpir 
and reasonable. They wauld 
end anxiety over ‘West Berlin, 
and give us a more peaceful 
world. Last August the British 
Government, and even the 
American Government, thought 
so too. 


They were on the point 
agreeing. Then they backed 
away. Why? Had they dis- 
covered some hidden snag? 


Not at all. Dr Adenauer 
forbafe it. So we are being 
dragged by German ambitions 
into crists and perhaps war. 


This German ambition, and 
{his alone, is the cause of ten- 
sion. Maybe our Government 
wishes to hack German am- 
bitions. If so, it should tell us 
so franky. After all, it is our 
lives, opr future, which are at 
stake. It is we who will die to 
destroy the Oder-Neisse line 


Instead the , Government 
avoids negotiations aud peeks to 
blame Soviet eggressiveness. Its 
behaviour over the Soviet 
nuclear tests has been even 
worse

solemnly warned 
it might be necessary to 


milk. But what was the truth? 


The moral outcry against the 
Soviet tests has turned out to 
be a morel fraud. 


It was not ‘based on any 
genuine moral feeling. It was 
simply a political dodge to stir 
up our own people and to in- 
fluence neutral opinion.

The Western Governments, by 
exaggerating the effects of the 
Russian tests, have ended by 
creating the impression ‘that

The world of the present day 
fs a harsh place. All the more 
Season for our Government to 
tell us the truth. it Knows it. 
It conceals it from us. 


it wilfully deceived ys over 
the effects of the Soviet tests. 
It has decelved us over Berlin. 
It represents Soviet policy there 
essive, whereas it is the 
Russians who are conciliatory 
aod who offer a sensible solu- 
on. 


It was once the praudest 
boast of British Governments to 
preach peace between nations. 
This, and this alone, should be 
our policy at the present time. 


By all means, let us oppose 
the Russians when they are 
wrong. All more feason to 
show understaiding and sym- 
pathy when they are right.
